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Just when people were starting to say that the Concordia student body didn't 
care about their second ranked (nationally) men's basketball team the noisiest 
and most boisterous crowd in recent memory packed every inch of the Loyola Campus 
Gym last Thursday night to watch the Stingers battle arch-rival McGill.

On Thursday 
McGill beat Concordia 72-57 in a game the Stingers lead throughout the first half 
and then Saturday the Stingers lost 87-57 to Bishop's. Concordia will be at home 
on Saturday February 15th at 2 p.m. against Laval in the final game of the year. 
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
